There must be either some error in that 
doctrine they indorse, or else there are 
countervailing benefits they have not dis­ 
covered or imparted to ns. 
B ut the President sayR he does not 
mention the fact ‘ ‘to discredit the system. ” 
If he thoroughly believed the old fallacy 
he indorsed, he should have made his 
statem ent to discredit the system of pro­ 
tection and should continue to sound the 
alarm until [were he right) the burden 
should be removed from a long-suffering 
and long-enduring people; and a great 
national evil should be remedied, when 
he would be hailed as a deliverer divinely 
ordained—one after death to be canon­ 
ized. 
For nearly a century we have practi­ 
cally demonstrated tliat the effect of pro­ 
tection upon national industries by a 
country possessed of the raw material 
sufficient for the finished product whioli 
its people consume (or if grown upon the 
earth,then adapted to the climate and the 
soil), to the extent of equalization with 
more favored conditions elsewhere in re­ 
spect to cheaper labor or cheaper capital, 
has been and will be to increase toe 
volume of the product in the market and 
to depress and cheapen its price; it is a 
stimulation to, and increases,the oompeti 
tion which forces prices downward. 


PROTECTION AND PR IC ES. 
Price depends upon consumption and 


that too many workmen are not com­ 
pelled to follow a single industry, over­ 
burdening it and so increasing the pro- 
duot as to render it uuremunerative; the 
increased mental activity and higher edu­ 
cation rendered necessary to engage in 
mechanical industries, m ining and trans­ 
portation, their business management 
and administration; the enhanced value 
of our raw materials, and the develop­ 
ment of our national resouroes. 
Against a possible temporary increase 
in the price of imported goods to con­ 
sumers, if advanced at all, I point to our 
forests, made valuable by the mechanical 
industries that shape their wood into 
form for a thousand uses; to the iron ore 
which would be worthless if the Ameri­ 
can mechanic did not and could not 
adupt it to the wants of man; to our coal 
deposits, indispensable for supplying fuel 
for our manufacturing industries and 
transportation, practically valueless with­ 
out them; to our vast system of railroads 
which are supported from the transporta­ 
tion of our natural products; but above 
all, to the increased value of our barren 
and unproductive territory, transformed 
into great States by agriculture and the 
mechanic arts. 
Against these totals plaoe the occas­ 
ional temporarily increased cost to the 
consumers, which the President exagger­ 
ates and deplores, and we will find to the 
credit of the Republican system of pro 


agriculture, and the goods made by our 
manufacturing industries. The Republi­ 
can party has resolved to preserve that 
market for these i>eople, and the Democ­ 
racy with equal resolution proposes free 
competition with foreign capital and for­ 
eign workmen. 
It íb the same question that divided the 
North and South, and incited a bloody 
and expensive war, and the division is on 
the same agricultural and geographical 
lines. 
It is another great struggle on the 
part of our Southern friends for cheap 
and degraded labor, and against the in­ 
dustrial system of our Northern States; 
as Mr. Mills said, “ a darker evil than 
that of slavery.” 


INCREASE IN WAGES. 


There are several causes which have 
tended to increase the value of labor for 
the last twenty years iu this country. The 
two most prominent are the manufactur­ 
ing industries of the North and the abo­ 
lition of slavery in the South. 
Democ- 
rac3" acquiesced in the latter, but is now 
making its final struggle for the destruc­ 
tion of the former. 
We have a country extending over

THE SENATE TARIFF BILL SOLVES THE PROBLEM.

dm and the recent attempts of his party 
oxplain away and misrepresent the ef- 
oct and purpose of the bill which they 
•laim is calculated to benefit rather than 
i jure American labor and capital. 
Our people have 
always 
imported 
hugely of those goods produced here, but 
u quantities insufficient for their con- 
nmption, and from the first agitation of 
i tariff for protection to the present time, 
the opponents of that system have urged 
‘hat the customs duties were added not 
dy to the cost of the goods imported, 
it also the price of the corresponding 
tides we produced. 
That has been peculiarly the sophism 
the American free-trader, and though 
ii-cessfully disproved by Hamilton and 
y writers and statisticians since then, 
evertlieless it oooasionally transpires 
•at a new or fresh ohampion will rush 
to the arena of debate and parade the 
>gma with all t he airs and consequence of 
discoverer of some new and startling 
nth, destined to solve a great economio 
.cation; aud the President, the latest of 
.11, indorses to the people of the country 
liiis old American free trade argument. 
Were this exploded fallacy true, the 
President should not only urge but resort 
to every constitutional method to remove 
the oppression; revolutionary methods, 
if necessary, would be approved by the 
l>eople for the destruction of the system; 
and if true, the protective system would 
never have been adopted, or if adopted, 
after a brief period the pe ople w ithout 
distinction of party would have demand­ 
ed its abandonm ent 


FR EE TRADE FALLACIES. 
Mr. Boger Q. Mills, in » late magazine 
article discussing protection, declares: 
And the time will come when all the 
TPfn'If TYijU F»joic§ tp 
tbwbn«»pw*re. 


lation—a darker evil than that of slavery 
—eliminated from the land. It is a darker 
evil, for while the Southern system of un­ 
requited toil enslaved the blacks, this sys­ 
tem is reducing white labor to slavery, 
and we revenue reformers or ffee-tnulers, 
if we may be so called, are making our 
fight for our own race, whose misery 
keeps pace with our prosperity, and we 
can measure our present progress, not 
only by the palaces of millionaires, but 
by the huts aud hovels of oppressed la­ 
bor. 
If Mr. Mills was right—if it were a 
darker evil than that of slavery—we would 
not now be discussing the merits of his 
bill; the oppressed country would not 
have waited the slow progress of his 
party for the last twenty years, but would 
have contested the question with the 
“ barons” by the heroic and patriotic 
methods which “ eliminated slavery from 
the land. 
I can not consume time in computing 
the cost in treasure to the American con 
snmers were it a fact that the percentage 
of duty upou the goods we im port are ad­ 
ded as well to the price of the similar 
goods produced here. 
The amount, 
assume, which would have been exacted 
under the system, were that true, as has 
been boldly asserted by Mr. Thurman, 
would be far greater than the present ag­ 
gregate wealth of all our people. 
Why, 
then, has not that wealth been exhausted 
and our people become beggars and bank­ 
rupts, instead of having been made by it 
the wealthiest upon the globe; aud where 
is the misery and where the hovels and 
huts described by the distinguished gen­ 
tleman from Texas? 
I assume the President was not so die 
ingenuous as to refer to an hour, a day, 
or even a year in speaking qf the effect of 
a long approved economic system, but of 
its defects as a policy for the country, and 
was warning the people against its exact- 
io t and burdens. 
If he is correct, our 
pr ective system is a criminal injustice, 
...id unless he were mistaken it would long 
before this have impoverished our people 
and made them the poorest and most de 
graded upon the earth. 
O ur villages and 
dries would now be but the aggregations 
oí the “huta and hovels* that Mr. Mills 
sees only hi imagination, and our agri­ 
cultural area would be unreolaimed, un- 
(jubdfied, and unpeopled by civilised man 


to so marked a degree and forces the 
price so low that it would be ruinous to 
producers, except for the increase in con­ 
sumption. 
If the good# are a necessity, 
convenience, or luxury to man, a lower 
price enables him to increase their uses, 
thus adding to his comfort or pleasure. 
Again, the product of the mechanical in­ 
dustries are applied to new uses when 
made possible on account of their costing 
less. 
Especially is this true with resi>ect 
to iron or steel for building and fencing, 
resulting in a great saving to farmers and 
builders. 
The facts need not bo fortified by sta­ 
tistics. 
I have a right to appeal to obser­ 
vation. 
Sugar illustrates the argument. 
The protection afforded by the German 
and French Governments to the beet-su- 
gar industries of those countries has 
doubled the product of the world, forcing 
the price to the lowest point known in 
the market. This is also true, not only as 
to iron and steel goods, but equally so 
with respect to cotton and woolen fabrics, 
manufactures of wood, chemicals, and 
confectionery. 
There is not, I believe, 
an exceptional line of manufactured pro­ 
ducts in use by man that is not to-day at 
the lowest price in the history of the 
market. 
In these “ latter days” politioal writers 
and economists have searched for tho 
cause of the great depression in prices 
which all have recognized, and they have 
found it largely due to the increased pro­ 
duction in the “ protectedcountries,’’and 
it has also resulted, as they have learned, 
that other countries have cheapened the 
cost of their production, correspondingly 
increasing the volume, and doubtless the 
smaller percentage of profit upon the 
larger volume of business haB equaled, if 
not exceeded, the profits upon the smaller 
but more expensive product. 
The last ten or fifteen years have been 
remarkable for the constantly decreasing 
cost of production, and our Republican 
administrations enforcing the policy and 
system of protection, have been the chief 
and most important force in this success 
ful war upon high prices. 
The President and our Democratic 
friends must have observed this. 
Possi 
bly partisanship may have impaired tne 
mental vision of the friends, but some other 
reason should be found for the President 
proclaiming and indorsing in a campaign 
document the old worn-threadbare fal­ 
lacy. 
I am quite aware that I have been 
thrashing old straw—I believe nothing 
new can be suggested on the tariff ques­ 
tion—but the letter of aoceptance jusifled 
me. 
We are all aware of the reasons which 
vindicate the protection to our inclust riesj 
even though there follow temporarily an 
advance in the price of foreign goods we 
import. They are the rapid decline in 
the values of both foreign and domestic 
gooda; the diversification of labor, afford­ 
ing opportunity for all to apply them ­ 
selves to those industries best suited to 
their physical oonditions and mental 
capacities; the distribution pf labyr bo 


the expenses of our civil war, which has 
nearly extinguished the public debt, 
which has maintained and extended our 
system of internal commerce, has paid 
the pensions to our soldiers, and which 
has given a more general and higher edu­ 
cation to our people, and increased be­ 
yond that of nuy other era or stage of 
our national existence the comforts and 
luxuries of life, and has contributed in a 
greater degree to individual wealth and 
earnings. 
There has been no complaint 
of burdensome taxation or excessive 
prices except in Democratic speeches, 
messages, and letters of aoceptance by the 
candidates of that party. 
We have become a self-supporting, self- 
defending nationality, with a population 
of 00,000,000 people, possessed of the re­ 
sources, education, and skill requisite 
for tlieir happiness and the promotion of 
continued national progress aud pros­ 
perity. 
The welfare and advancement of 
each individual is limited only by his 
energy and mental and physical capacity. 
Our Government, with its protective 
l>olicy has and will accomplish for each 
citizen all that any human government 
ever has or can. 
No wonder the President supplements 
his statement of belief in the old sophism 
that protection so greatly increases prices 
by the remark that his statement was not 
made “ to discredit the system.” But 
here we have the peculiarity of Demo­ 
cratic argument. 
An assertion that, were 
it true, would prove protection a mon­ 
strosity in government—made for effect 
in the November election—is followed by 
a disclaimer of hostility to it. 
This is 
equaled by the professions of a desire to 
make our labor more remunerative, and 
at the same time advocating the abandon­ 
ment of her best market in the world for 
a competitive share in the poorest as the 
surest way to accomplish the object. 


THE GREAT ISSUE. 


The issue is fairly joined by two great 
political parties, and free trade or protec­ 
tion will be the American policy after 
March, 1B89. 
N either subterfuge nor 
new confessions of faith will conceal or 
obscure the real question. 
Democratic orators in the manufactur­ 
ing States are attempting to shift their 
ground and conceal the purpose of their 
party; but the official utterances of the 
President, the reix>rts of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, emphasized by the Mills 
bill, which was indorsed by tho Demo­ 
cratic national convention and pa-sed the 
House of Representatives by a strict party 
vote, leave no doubt whatever as to the 
tr u e position of the Democratic party 
upon the great economio question. 
The history of the Republican party, 
its platforms, and, above all, the bill re­ 
ported to the Senate as a substitute for 
the Mills bill, leaves no doubt as to the 
position of tliat party. 
The Democracy 
has declared tor free trade and tor the 
destruction of our national industries. 
We have a home m arket composed of 
00,000,000 consumers of the fruits of our 


fruits, grains, vegetables, nud textile 
fibres supply the raw material for tho ne­ 
cessities aud luxuries of life. Our forests 
abound iu those woods adapted to, and 
that oun be easily fashioned for all the 
uses of man, and are so distributed in 
great abundance over the whole area that 
with our facilities for tranepoitution the 
cost when fashioned is a labor cost alone, 
or 90 per cent, of it is. 
Nearly every chemical product requir­ 
ed either for its medicinal qualities, for 
use in manufacturing or for decoration, 
is native to our country and scattered 
throughout our States and Territories so 
profusely that competition, as to price, 
is assured. Wo are supplied with iron ore 
and coal from our own mines in an 
abundance that insures competitive prices 
in both; the farming area of our country 
has a capacity over and above the needs 
of our homo consumption more than suf­ 
ficient to supply the deficiencies in 
Europe. Our nation of 60,0 JO. 000 people 
with its boundless resouroes, the Demo­ 
cratic party insist shall not be self-sup­ 
porting or self-sustaining, but shall de­ 
pend on other nations aud the people of 
other countries to weave the fabrics our 
people wear, and to grow the wool in 
them, to produce the iron and steel they 
consume in its various manufactured 
forms, leaving hidden, undeveloped, and 
valueless our vast beds of ore, aud to 
manufacture the furniture,and otherwise 
fashion the woods they use. 
More than 
this, our agriculture is now encounter­ 
ing sharp competition with the products 
of India, Australia,the Argentine Repub­ 
lic, and other South American countries. 
The Democracy threatens in its crusade 
for cheap labor to impoverish our home 
market.

There are about five hundred para­ 
graphs in the Mills bill relating to enum­ 
erated articles in the dutiable schedule ol 
our present tariff. 
The Mills bill trans­ 
fers to the free-li-t about one hundred ol 
the paragraphs. Sixty-six relate tom auu 
factored articles, and twenty-six to the 
products of the farm, garden, or mine. 
The Mills bill reduces the duty on arti­ 
cles in nearly two hundred paragraphs of 
the present law. 
By it three-fifths of the 
products of our country are either thrown 
open to absolute free trade, or the pro­ 
tection is reduced to so meagre a scale as 
to give our market to foreign capital and 
foreign labor unless our labor be reduced 
to the foreign rates for w iges. 
It is cheap labor the other side is fight­ 
ing for. 
They have as little sympathy 
with well-paid lalxir now as before the 
war. 
Their laboring class now, as then, 
is the colored population, and those who 
deny them their political rights natural y 
would cheapen the viilue of their labor, 
an squally effective step for their degra­ 
dation,and quite likely necessary to main­ 
tain supremacy over them. 
Well-paid 
meu ai» well-fed, well-clothed, strong, 
and beootne educated, and will not m- 
maiu ip politico,! servitude.

BLAIN E ON THE BRITISH MINISTER. 


It was a mea ting o f Irisli-Am crican voters 
that Mr. Blaine addressed in M adison Square 
Garden, N ew York, last night. 
Ile began 
bv discussing English M inister Sackville 
W est’s letter to a California Englishm an, ud 
vising naturalized English citizens to vote for 
Cleveland. 
He read an extract from the let 
ter of the Californian to w hich that of the 
British m inister was an answer. 
Here is the 
latte r, aud we t Iii ok that even a Democrat 
who has any American pride left will admit 
that it is quite interesting : 


Many English citizens of the United State* re 
Trained from In in* naturalized, us lilt’/ thought n 
p.n>i would accrue from the act. Bat Mr Cleve 
toners adm inistration has bi en so favorable and so 
friendly tow ard England—so kind in not enforcing 
the retaliation act passed by C oncivssj'so sound on 
the free trade question, aud so hostile to the dvi 
m ite Irish th at, by the huudrcd*. yea, bv the tL< 
sands, they have become naturalized 'o r the e l press 
psi types oI k r h iis f to elect bun once again ae the 
one allose all American politicians they consider 
their own aud their country’s best friend. 


The letter milled that the confidence of 
England in Mr. C leveland’s friendship had 
been a little shaken by his letter o f retails 
lion. 
It was to such a letter as this that the 
British m inister wrote the remarkable reply 
which appears on this page. 
Mr. Blaine did not think it necessary lo 
make severe com m ents upon tim m inister’s 
action,as he had ouly shown what (lie English 
governm ent aud every Englishm an wished. 
It was Secretary Bayard’s attitude that de­ 
manded his attention. 
Bayard had declared 
that no harm was done because the letter was 
marked “ private.” 
W hat then was to bin 
der the m inister from getting out a circular, 
marking it “ private,’’ and sending it ail over 
the country? 
T w o or three ministers to the 
Uuitcd Slates had been given their walking 
papers for less grave offenses, aud if the 
American m inister to England should write a 
letter to an English voter advising him to 
vote a certain way because it w ould be favor­ 
able to the U nited Slates, he would be invited 
to sail home by the next steamer. 
Mr. Blaine said he did not care how much 
the minister insulted the Dem ocratic party so 
long as C leveland aud Bayard were pleased, 
but he resented the insult to the Republican 
party contained in the m inister’s declaration 
that tile rejection by the Republican Senale 
o f an outrageous, miserable and dastardly 
fisheries treaty was a mere political ruse. 
There had never been a Senate heretofore iu 
the history o f the republic— D em ocralic or 
Republican, W hig or Federal—that would 
for one m om ent have entertained that tr aly 
— not one. 
A nd Lord Sackville had no right 
to say that the Senatorial representatives of 
that great party, that had borne the flag of 


the republic high, that saved its life agaim t 
traitorous rebels in the South and aguinstcon 


spirators in E ngland, in looking out for the 
national honor, were merely playing a politi­ 
cal ruse.
